Special Town Meeting 
Monday On Defense Costs 


A special town meeting has been 
called for next Monday, December 
29, to act upon the financing of de- 
fense costs and other measures. not 
connected with the emergency, but 
necessary at this time. In all, the 
sum of $14,893 will be asked for 
civilian defense. Of this, $11,500 
would be expended under the di- 
rection of the Board of Selectmen; 
$1325 by the Board of Public 
Works, and $2068 by the Tree War- 
den. 

The meeting has been called on 
the recommendation of the town fi- 
nance committee, who feel that so 
large an appropriation should be 
made, not be a transfer from the 
reserve fund, but rather by the ap- 
proval of townspeople in a special 
town meeting. To this end, they 
have informed the board of select- 
men that “the emergency is of such 
magnitude that it should, be passed 
on by the town as a whole instead 
of by a small committee,” so that 
they “recommend the calling of a 
special town meeting to consider 
this emergency.” Similar meetings 
are planned for other nearby towns. 

The appropriation to be spent 
under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen is expected to be used 
mainly for the purchase of auxili- 
ary pumping equipment, consisting 
of several portable units. In the 
event of an air raid, they would be 
of invaluable service in supplying 
the fire department with ample 
quantities of water in conflagra- 
tions anywhere in town, and they 
would ibe able to travel to other 
nearby cities in the event that their 
assistance was required there. 

Other sums from the appropria- 
tion would go to the purchase of 
equipment and supplies for the 
newly-organized auxiliary fire and 
police forces, of a portable radio 
set in case telephone communica- 
tions were suddenly disrupted, and 
for “office equipment and inciden- 
tals. Further expenses would be 
incurred by stationing a guard at 
the pumping Station at Haggett’s 
Pond during the off-shift. Expend- 
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ed on women’s defense would be 
$100; on medical and social equip- 
ment, $750; for the gas and decom- 
tamination squad, $500. Police ex- 
penses would run close to $1000, 
and the pumping units would cost 
in the neighborhood of $7150. 

In the event of a serious emer- 
gency, heavy burdens would be 
placed upon the Board of Public 
Works. Their appropriation would 
be spent for such additional equip- 
ment as rakes, brooms and shov- 
els; an alternate current generator 
and two flood lights; a steel boat 
equipped with an outboard motor 
in the event of trouble at the pump- 
ing station; wheelbarrows, lan- 
terns and other incidentals, 

The Tree Department is consid- 
ering the purchase of a gasoline- 
air compressor for removing 
stumps and repairing trees, and a 
power winch to be mounted on a 
truck and used for clearing the 
roadways of fallen trees and heavy 
branches. Incidentals such ag saws, 
axes, crowbars, ropes and cables 
are also necessary. Even if there 
is no actual bombing or other war- 
time emergency, this equipment 
will be invaluable in times of 
national disaster. 

Other articles deal with the pur- 
chase of “a large, flat body, heavy- 
duty dump truck, equipped with a 
twenty-ton winch,’ for which the 
Board of Public Works asks $6,050; 
and $549.60 “to pay bills for tu- 
ition, contracted for during 1937, 
1988 and 1939 with the town of 
North Reading, on petition of the 
school committee.” 

Two non-emergency articles deal 
with Princeton avenue, in the new 
Shawsheen Heights development 
off Corbett street, Shawsheen. The 
first asks for the town’s acceptance 
of the completion of the road as a 
publicway; the second,its purchase 
of the water mains laid on Prince- 
ton avenue from George and Frank 
Cairns, and an appropriation of 
$1182.50 for the purpose. 

The special meeting will be held 
Monday evening at 7:00 in the Me- 
morial Auditorium.

In the midst of war this Christ- 
mas, we are perhaps thinking more 
than ever of Peace. We want Peace 
on Barth. We’re striving for Peace 
on Earth. We’re fighting for Peace 
on Earth. It’s worth fighting for, 
and the harder we fight, the more 
we devote our energies and our re- 
sources to the prosecution of this 
war, the sooner we'll have Peace. 
A man in Germany once had a 
dream of blitzkrieging toward dom- 
ination of the Earth; we're going 
to make our dream of blitzkrieging 
toward Peace on Barth come true. 

We didn’t want to fight, but now 
that we’ve been driven to it, we'll 
fight as no Nation has ever fought 
before because we want to restore 
to the people of this world the 
thought that some angels trumpeted 
1941 years ago: Good Will to Men. 
We can’t have real Peace until 
men are of Good Will; some of our 
young men are to be sacrificed on 
the Cross of War to prove that that 
thesis is the only one that should 
rule the earth. 


That man in Germany feels that 
the German people are a superior 
race; that Man who was born 1941 
years ago preached that there were 
no superior races, that we should 
treat our neighbors all alike, for 
one is no better than another. 
Throughout the history of these 
United States has run that theme; 
Lincoln said it at Gettysburg: “all 
men are created equal.” They all 
have the right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness here in 
these United States, and our fight 
now is to give to peoples every- 
where those same rights guaran- 
teed to us in our Constitution, 
which stems in theory from the 
Bible, the world Constitution.

ALL OUT EFFORT 


Auxiliary Police Force 
Organized For Andover 


More than 50 local men attended 
the first meeting, Monday evening, 
of an auxiliary police school formed 
under the direction of Police Chief 
George A. Dane. It is planned to 
have sessions of the school twice a 
week for the next five or six weeks, 
in order that the manpower of the 
police department may be doubled 
or even tripled to deal with what- 
ever emergency may arise. 

No formal instruction was given 
at Monday evening’s session, but 
rather an introduction to the prob- 
lems which must be dealt with. The 
duties of the men enlisted in the 
auxiliary force, according to Chief 
Dane, will be to supplement the 
work of the regular police force in 
case a wartime emergency pre- 
sents problems too difficult for the 
present staff to handle. 


Though the new men will work 
under the direction of the police de- 
partment at all times, they will 
have the full powers ordinarily 
relegated to policemen, and will be 
equipped with nightsticks, metal 
helmets, and special insignia.

in larger cities, though on a propor- 
tionate scale. Most of the training 
will be supervised by Sergt. Wil- 
liam R. Hickey, but Chief Dane 
himself will handle certain courses. 
First aid work will probably be 
done under the direction of Dr. 
Charles Currier, and arrangements 
for the courses in the use and 
maintainance of motor equipment 
have yet to be made. 

Taught the auxiliary police force 
will be the procedure in every as- 
pect of police work. This will in- 
clude training in the use of fire- 
arms, in the nature of telephone re- 
ports, in the use and distribution 
of gas masks, the handling of in- 
cendiary bombs, blackout enforce- 
ment and the prevention of looting. 

Other subjects to be taught at 
the school will include the prepara- 
tion and submission of reports, the 
procedure in patrolling beats dur- 
ing blackouts, maintainance of 
posts, enforcing emergency regula- 
tions, protecting evidence at the 
scene of a crime, assignments and 
ranks of title within the force itself, 
and possibly fingerprinting. 

No guns will be issued to the 
auxiliary policemen, at least at the 
present time, according to Chief 
Dane. Police supplies of guns and 
ammunition in Andover are suffi- 
ciently large to last for some time 
to come, though very little can now 
be obtained due to the needs of the 
armed forces. The police depart- 
ment is making a special appeal to 
Andover residents to donate their 
guns of any description to the de- 
partment, for use in emergency. 
The Andover Fish and Game club 
is fully co-operating with this drive. 

The federal F. B. I. is at present 
acting as a clearing house for po- 


lice requisitions all over the coun- 
try, he announced, and all requests 
for equipment by local police 
forces must be approved by the F. 
B. I. before the supplies are made 
available. Police needs, naturally, 
receive precedence over all others 
except these of the armed forces, 

The auxiliary policemen will be 
assigned to regular beats if called 
out during an emergency, and will 
be expected to know the number of 
residents, their working hours and 
normal times at home, and all 
other pertinent information about 
every home in their district. 

The duties of the auxiliary police, 
it was emphasized, will be respon- 
sible and difficult. In England there 
is a higher casualty rate among 
policemen and firemen than among 
soldiers. During blackouts especial- 
ly, the prevention of looting and 
other crimes will require the ablest 
efforts of 'the largest police force.

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“The Hill, the Mill and the Till’: 
Townspeople Meet to Discuss Defense 


“This meeting has been called so 
that the Hill, the Mill and the Till 
may get together to seek out meth- 
ods of co-operation in our town de- 
fense,’ said Dr. Claude M. Fuess, 
headmaster of Phillips Academy 
and one of the speakers at the first 
general public rally held in An- 
dover since ‘the outbreak of the 
war. The meeting, sponsored by the 
local defense committee, took place 
in the Memorial Auditorium last 
Thursday evening, and was attend- 
ed by about 200 townspeople. 

Dr. Fuess went on to say that 
Phillips Academy, always a pretty 
self-contained unit, was ready to 
operate some form of summer 
school as its contribution to: the lo- 
cal defense effort. The entire facili- 
ties of the school, he added, es- 
pecially the Commons and the Ish- 
am Infirmary, have been already 
placed at the disposal of the de 
fense committee. The academy, he 
said, is willing in every way to as- 
sist in bringing the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion and insuring the 
safety of the town. 

Local defense chief Alan T. Pol- 
green, who acted as chairman of 
the meeting, first introduced 
Leonard F. James, chief air raid 
warden for Andover and member of 
the state committee of public 
safety. Pointing out the necessity 
of co-operation in the current all- 
out effort, Mr. James urged that 
townspeople sign up at the town 
house for whatever defense activi- 
ties they are most fitted. He paid 
especial tribute to Fire Lieut. Al- 
bert Cole, who, as the town’s first 
air raid warden, planned and super- 
vised the equipment of the air raid 
warning center in the local fire sta- 
tion. Many in the audience received 
from him their first inkling of the 
complexity of the center’s opera- 
tion in his detailed explanation of 
just how the reports are received 
and the consequent preventative 
measures. taken. He announced that 
73 people have enrolled in an air- 
raid warning course which would 
start this) Monday. 

Chiefs. George A. Dane and C. Ed- 
ward Buchan of the police and fire 
departments urged the co-operation 


of prospective enlistees in the aux- 
iliary schools shortly to be started 
by them. Chief Dane mentioned that 
for each of the 75 men to begin 
training in his corps Monday, 
$7.50 worth of equipment will be 
necessary. Clubs, helmets, badges 
and whistles will be provided each 
enlistee, he announced. 

Selectman Roy E. Hardy, in a 
brief address, stated that the fi- 
nance committee will act shortly 
upon some nine projects dealing 
with the defense effort. 

Rev. Thomas B. Austin, 0O.S.A., 
made an eloquent appeal for cour- 
age and clear-headedness on the 
part of the townspeople in 'the days 
ahead, declaring that attention to 
spiritual things is necessary if they 
are to have the iron backs and iron 
wills necessary to the victorious 
carying-out of the war. 

Speaking in behalf of the local 
women’s activities, of which she is 
chairman, Mrs. Charles D. Thomp- 
son urged that local women enroll 
in the courses being offered. C. 
Carlton Kimball, Andover Red 
Cross chairman, outlined the vari- 
ous plans being considered by the 
organization in all its major depart- 
ments, and pointed out that An- 
dover was supplied with enough 
food for any emergency. He also 
discussed the work of the disaster 
and preparedness committee of 
which Douglas S. Byers is the new 
chairman. 

Mr. Byers announced the appoint- 
ment of Frank P. Markey, Red 
Cross secretary, as chairman of 
rescue squads, and indicated the 
willingness of ‘the Percy J. Cole 
trucking firm to help in the heavier 
parts of the rescue work that would 
be necessary in the event of air 
raids. Many ‘smaller trucks and 
beach wagons, he said, are needed 
by his committee.
